Neck Residents Sue ZBA, Town

A proposal to build a new sewer plant in the 
Mattapoisett Neck Road area has hit a snag. Four 
Mattapoisett residents have filed suit against the town 
and members of the Zoning Board of Appeals (which 
approved a special permit and variance for the project 
on October 28) arguing that their decision "is invalid, 
interprets the law incorrectly and exceeds [their] legal 
authority.'' 

The Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Department is 
proposing to build the new pump station off Mattapoisett 
Neck Road on a .75 acre town-owned and undeveloped 
parcel of land. The pump station is part of a larger project 
to bring sewer to neighborhoods in the Mattapoisett 
Neck Road area, which the town approved at the spring 
annual meeting on May 10, 2010. The project also entails 
installing a 65-foot sewer line and grinding pumps, 
replacing an existing water main, and upgrading the Eel 
Pond Station. The sewer system - which would pump 
about 32,700 gallons per day - would serve 236 dwellings, 
including 212 existing homes and 24 open lots, according 
to the town sewer department. 

The proposed municipal sanitary sewer pumping 
station did not meet the setback requirements and 
needed approval to operate in a residential district. The 
Water and Sewer Department obtained that approval 
unanimously from ZBA, who filed the decision with the 
Town Clerk's office on November 19. 

Nicholas and Sarah Decas of 4 Old Mattapoisett 
Road and Patrick and Jean Breault of 6 Old Mattapoisett 
Neck Road are suing the individual members of the ZBA, 
which includes Chairman Jeffrey Chase, Susan Akin, 
Norman Lyonnais, Mary Anne Brogan, Eugene Deslandes 
and Paul Milott, and the town of Mattapoisett, to contest 
the approval. The filing was submitted to the Superior 
Court on December 7. 

"Fm optimistic that [the lawsuit] won't be a 
big problem, but it has the potential to cause an awful 
lot of hurt to a great number of people that need and 
want this sewer," said Water and Sewer Department 
Superintendent William Nicholson. He said no other site

is suitable for the new plant because of its sewer-friendly 
hydrology and because it is owned by the town. 

At a December 13 Conservation Commission 
meeting, Mr. Nicholson estimated that the entire project 
would be completed within five years. The Conservation 
Commission approved the proposal at that meeting, but 
has yet to draft an Order of Conditions. 

Tedeschi's Drive-Thru Coming in Jan.

After more than three years of legal wrangling, 
the Dunkin' Donuts inside of Tedeschi Food Shops of 
51 County Street, Mattapoisett, will soon offer drive- 
up service. Workers are on site constructing the drive- 
thru, which will be ready for operation in mid-January 
according to Mattapoisett Building Inspector Andy 
Bobola. 

The Dunkin' Donuts drive-thru arrives after a 
lengthy legal battle between the Mattapoisett Land Trust 
(MLT) and the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA). The ZBAhad granted Tedeschi' s a Special 
Permit to install the drive-thru on March 24, 2006. MLT 
subsequently filed an appeal with Superior Court two 
months later, arguing that a drive-up addition would 
adversely impact Mattapoisett' s natural environment, the 
character of the neighborhood, diminish the value of their 
properties, and increase fossil fuel emissions, noise and 
light. The Mattapoisett Land Trust's Dunseith Gardens is

a direct abutter to the Tedeschi store. 

The court dismissed the appeal in a six-page 
decision in early August this year, arguing that the 
plaintiffs failed to provide adequate evidence to support 
these claims. 

"Obviously we were disappointed with the 
decision. We couldn't prove an economic loss, but we 
still believe it would be detrimental to town and our 
property'' Mattapoisett Land Trust President Gary 
Johnson said.

submitted one day before the town approved a new 
zoning ordinance at its May 9, 2005 annual town meeting. 
The updated zoning bylaws that were approved spelled 
out a new "Village Business District/' which specifically 
outlaws drive-thrus. 

"That was the key A definitive plans locks in 
zoning at the time of submittal/' explained Mr. Bobola. 

With the appeal dismissed, Tedeschi was able to 
proceed with the project and obtained a building permit 
on October 22.

in Rochester his whole life, sold the land to the trust at a 
bargain price in an effort to preserve his heritage. This is 
the second time he has sold land to the trust. 

"He has given a lot to the town of Rochester, and 
he is trying to preserve the land,'' said Rochester Land 
Trust President Russ Keeler. 'Tt is a beautiful piece of land 
and it helps keep Rochester the way it is. We are working 
to preserve as much rural character as we can and [Mr. 
Church] is a big part of that.'' 

The 32-acre piece of property, located off 
Mattapoisett Road, is part of more than 60 acres that Mr. 
Church owns in that area. The land was sold to the trust 
for $110,000, but Mr. Keeler estimates that its true value 
is $500,000 or over. The land acquisition helps protect the 
water supply and Buzzards Bay due to its location on the 
Mattapoisett River, Mr. Keeler said, and includes a field 
and woodlands. 

In order to purchase the property, the Rochester 
Land Trust received a loan from a revolving fund 
managed by the Coalition for Buzzards Bay. Mr. Keeler 
said he is reaching out to members to help fund the 
purchase and said that the trust is investigating the use of 
fundraisers. "Our next step would be to go public and go 
beyond our membership," he said. 

Mr. Keeler said that Mr. Church is in regular 
contact with the trust, and he approached RLT in early 
fall to sell his land. "He's been trying to decide what to 
do. The time came and he decided. We try not to be too 
pushy, but talk to him regularly," Mr. Keeler said. 

Mr. Church recently subdivided his land and 
aspires to create a historical museum on his property, 
according to Mr. Keeler. Mr. Church descends from some 
of the original habitants of the Rochester area, including 
Benjamin Church, who fought in King Phillip's War.

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

FY'12 Preliminary Budget Reviewed 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Naida Parker at 7:00 pm 
on December 20 in the conference room of the Town Hall. 
Selectmen Richard Nunes and Bradford Morse, Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera, and Town Counsel 
Blair Bailey also were in attendance. 

As the first order of business, the selectmen 
approved the November 19 and December 16 minutes 
unanimously. 

The board then quickly renewed Class II licenses, 
which authorize companies to buy and sell second-hand 
motor vehicles, for EB Auto Sales, The Custom Shop, 
Vaughan Hill Motors, and Charles Woodward. A Class 
III license, a motor vehicle junk license, was approved for 
High Street Auto and Truck Salvage. 

Subsequently, the board formally approved a two- 
page Lakeville-Rochester animal shelter agreement that 
details policy on housing stray and surrendered Rochester 
dogs. 

A scheduled hearing to discuss Verizon New 
England Inc and NSTAR Electric Company's proposed 
placement of new poles was deemed unnecessary because 
their designated location. Perry's Lane, is a private road 
not under the town's jurisdiction. Moreover, Perry's Lane 
resident Robert Balzarini informed the board that the 
abutters worked out an arrangement with NSTAR that 
met everyone's satisfaction. He said four trees will come 
down, two of which are already dead, and the pole that

posed problems for him would be installed further from 
his property. 

In the Town Administrator's Report, Mr. 
LaCamera received approval to increase mileage 
reimbursement for town employees from $.50 to $.51, as 
mandated by the Internal Revenue Service.

to be under budget when everything is completed/' he 
added. 

Chairman Parker then presented a letter from 
Fred Underbill outlining concerns about an upcoming 
20-year water contract pursued by the cities of New 
Bedford and Taunton. The cities are working on a report 
to the Department of Environment Protection (DEP) 
requesting approval to allocate water - New Bedford 
wants 15 million gallons and Taunton wants 25 million 
gallons - from the Assawompsett Pond Complex. The 
complex includes water from Rochester ponds, but the 
town pays New Bedford for it because the city owns the 
infrastructure that treats the water. 

Rochester Special Counsel Blair Bailey voiced 
concern that this allocation is far above what is healthy for 
the pond system, which overall encompasses Lakeville, 
Freetown, Middleboro and Rochester. He also feels New 
Bedford is requesting more water than it needs to sell 
to surrounding communities, including Acushnet and 
Fairhaven, which may impact available water for the 
pond communities themselves. 

"They see it as a profit venture and we see it 
as our water. Why should we pay more than what the 
infrastructure costs?'' Atty. Bailey said. 

The board then voted to designate Mr. LaCamera 
to watch the issue and prepare comments for the DEP 
once the New Bedford and Taunton water report is 
submitted.

After this talk, to a crowded room of interested 
parties, the board opened a hearing regarding Michael 
Murphy's auto salvage business. Mr. Murphy was seeking 
a Class III license to operate, but has been subject to 
complaints regarding the conditions of his property. The 
outcome of a Zoning Board of Appeals hearing scheduled 
for January 27, 2011 will determine if Mr. Murphy will 
be authorized a special permit to use his property for his 
business.

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Atty. Bailey recommended to the board that they 
approve the Class III license for the 35 County Road auto 
salvage business, but contingent upon receipt of a special 
permit at the upcoming ZBA hearing. The board followed 
that recommendation and scheduled its own hearing 
on February 28, 2011 to revisit the issue to ensure its 
resolution. 

In Correspondence, Chairman Parker announced 
that the town received a $3,000 Emergency Management 
Performance Grant and a $675 Traffic Enforcement Grant. 
Moreover, the SEMASS payment in lieu of taxes for the 
month of November is $318,944. 

In additional correspondence, a letter to the 
Planning Board and the Selectmen from residents on 
King's Highway formally expressed concern about a 
proposed bituminous concrete plant in that area. 

Mr. LaCamera then met with the Finance 
Committee to discuss the Fiscal Year (FY) 2011 and FY 
2012 budgets. 

He said that the FY 2011 budget is, so far, right on 
track with no major concerns. 

The town administrator then offered some 
preliminary analysis of the FY 2012 budget, but said 
the state has yet to set a tax rate so it remains to be seen 
what challenges the town will face. In good news, he 
said new growth is higher than projected, bringing in 
$224,000 instead of $50,000 anticipated by the town. He 
said the school project is under budget, and taxpayers are 
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contributing about $270 per person, not $350 per person 
as originally expected. He said a low interest rate of 3.65 
percent saved the town $1 million. "But we're only 50 
percent through the project. When you do the renovation 
work, you are not sure what you'll find,'' he said. 

The best case scenario for state aid, he said, is 
"no increase from last year," adding that cuts could be as 
high as 18 percent. Mr. LaCamera said that local receipts 
from SEMASS, excise taxes, licenses and permits should 
be comparable to last year. Insurance costs may rise 10 
percent, he added, putting an additional strain on the 
budget. The outcome of negotiations with Old Rochester 
Regional School District set to take place in 2011 also will 
significantly impact the budget. 
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In the big picture, the preliminary 2012 budget 
is projected to be $424,000 higher than last year, with 
$17,462,000 predicted for FT 2012 over FY 2011's 
$17,039,000 budget. "It's not bad, but it's not great. It's 
better than what a lot of other communities are facing," 
Mr. LaCamera said, noting that the town has managed to 
maintain a $1.4 million stabilization account. 

Mr. LaCamera asked the committee to examine 
"what a level service budget means," and said that they 
will continue talks when state aid numbers are firmed up 
in the January 26, 2011 governor's budget. 

Following that discussion. Selectman Nunes 
briefly reported that the Plymouth advisory group is 
investigating whether to establish a County Charter 
Commission, which was approved during the November 
2 election. 

The board voted to adjourn at 8:23 pm. 

Sewer Inspection Program Approved 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Roger 
Blanchette on Tuesday, December 21 at 7:00 pm in 
the Marion Town House. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Jonathan Henry and Stephen Cushing, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Debra Paiva. 

The minutes of the December 7 meeting were 
approved. 

In the first appointment of the evening, the Board 
recognized a change of manager at the Kittansett Club. 
The change of manager appointment was a formality 
that had been previously overlooked, since the current 
manager, Jerry Garcia, has been in his position at the 
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Kittansett Club for nine years now. The Board voted to 
approve Mr. Garcia as the manager of the club. 

In a second appointment, the Board met with 
representatives Robert Otoski and Shawn Syde of CDM, a 
water remediation company, to discuss the current strain 
on the sewerage system. 

The cost of recent sewerage work in Marion has 
totaled $25,400,000, according to Chairman Blanchette. 
This work has included sewer plant facility upgrades 
and new piping. However, the sewerage system has been 
experiencing serious strain during times of heavy rain. In 
a 2010 ten-day rain surge, the sewerage processing flow 
went from approximately 500,000 gallons per day to about 
1.5 million gallons per day. 

The town has determined that the likely source 
of this sewerage spike is illegal sump pump sewer 
connections in private residences and businesses. These 
connections allow the rainwater to flow into the sewer 
system instead of the storm drains or private lawns. 

Marion is currently stretching the limits of 
sewerage allowed in the parameters of their permitting 
with Massachusetts, which has lead to a moratorium on 
sewer tie-ins in town. 

According to Mr. Syde, illegal rainwater 
sewerage draining "puts a strain on the system... adding 
to unnecessary costs.'' CDM suggested that the town 
implement a program to find the source of the excess 
water flow. 
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Under this program, two inspectors would go 
door-to-door, wearing proper identification, to look 
at sewer connections on the exteriors and interiors of 
Marion homes. The inspections would primarily include 
areas of Front Street, South Street, Ryder's Lane, Cottage 
Street and Converse Road. Inspectors would look for 
illegal sump pump connections, ''roof leaders", and any 
sources of sewerage strain. After the inspections, CDM 
would complete a drainage system analysis to determine 
if the inspections remediated the sewerage system strain. 

Mr Otoski explained that the flow from a sump 
pump can place thousands of gallons of water into the 
sewers, as opposed to a dishwater or toilet, which only 
drains tens of gallons per day. Mr. Otoski and Mr. Syde 
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did not think that the illegal sump pump connections 
were being done maliciously. Rather, they believed that 
the majority of residents with illegal connections were 
unaware that they were breaking the law, and possibly 
even purchased their homes with the illegal connections 
already in place. For this reason, the project would not 
only be a remediation of sewer strain, but it would also 
be viewed as a chance to educate the public on proper 
rainwater drainage, since improper drainage could also 
present a public health hazard. 

The project would begin with 250 homes in the 
village area. Before the inspections occur, the Board will 
conduct a public hearing, and will notify residents of the 
impending inspections via the town website and a local

newspaper. Inspection workers would begin their work 
four weeks after proper notification, going door to door, 
and asking permission to enter homes and inspect sewer 
connections. Residents who are not home during the day 
will be able to set up appointments with CDM. 

The Board voted to approve the measure, 
authorizing Mr. Dawson to enter a contract with CDM to 
initiate the inspections. 

Under Action items, the Board voted to: 

• Sign a water commitment in the amount of 
$3,850.17.

Board Seeks Counsel in Tower Issue 

Marion Planning Board 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder on Monday, 
December 20 at 7:25 pm in the Marion Town Hall. Also 
present were board members Tom Magauran, John 
Sweeney, Joseph Napoli, Sherman Briggs, and Planning 
Board Secretary Terry Santos. 

The first order of business was a discussion on the 
first in a series of public hearings beginning on Monday, 
January 3, 2011 on the new proposed Neighborhood 
Overlay District (NOD). The Planning Board is seeking 
public input and wants to make residents of Marion 
aware of efforts to amend the town zoning bylaws to 
guide future development. 

The Planning Board plans to complete a final 
draft of the new zoning bylaws in time for inclusion on 
the warrant for the annual town meeting in May 2011. 
'T ran for planning board two years ago on this [NOD] 
effort, which I think is good for the town,'' said Chairman 
Ryder. "We want to invite the town to give us input and 
want residents to come out and learn about what we are 
trying to do," he said. 

The next agenda item was a discussion of the 
Fiscal Year (FY) 2012 budget that Town Administrator 
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Paul Dawson requested to be submitted and approved 
by December 31. The board discussed its $14,400 budget, 
which Mr. Magauran said was the result of a 10 percent 
reduction two years ago. The budget has stayed at level 
funding since that time. Marion resident Carol Sanz asked 
about the $14,000 Cornish Associates NOD study and 
the extent of other zoning bylaw costs. Mr. Magauran 
and other board members explained the financial impact 
of changing the zoning bylaws and how they wanted to 
have as much information as possible to implement the 
proposed bylaws. The board plans to have a financial 
impact study of the proposed bylaws completed prior 
to town meeting. The discussion of the FY 2012 budget 
ended with an approval of the budget as presented. 

The next order of business was a letter to the 
Marion ZBA regarding the proposed T-Mobile Cell 
Phone Tower on 4 Derby Lane, Marion. Derby Lane 
is on a subdivision off Washburn Park. Mr. Ryder and 
others on the board said they visited the site after some 
confusion regarding where the site is located. The site is 
not in a neighborhood or in the line of sight of neighbors. 
T-Mobile has rejected the idea of using the existing cell 
tower located on Benson Brook Road. 

At issue is the wording of zoning bylaws 8.3 
and 8.10. Bylaw 8.3 is an older section that predates 
cell phones and cable television and does not address, 
adequately, the use of a cell tower. Bylaw 8.10 addresses 
windmills and other structures, but does not specifically 
address cell phone towers. The T-Mobile permit 
application used the words "wireless telecommunication 
facility'', which isn't addressed in either of the current 
zoning bylaws. 

Another issue discussed by the board is that 
T-Mobile has proposed putting the tower on private land, 
owned by a Marion resident. In discussion, the board 
approximated the annual income from the tower around 
$80,000. The current bylaws do indicate that a structure, 
such as a radio tower, should be placed on town land. 
An alternate site at the Marion Social Club parcel was 
discussed, but the land has a deed restriction that would 
take over a year to remedy through the legislature. It 
was mentioned that T-Mobile does not want to delay the 
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project for over a year and wants to move quickly to get 
the tower installed in Marion. The board agreed to send 
a letter to town counsel to request clarification of zoning 
bylaws 8.3 and 8.10 in regards to the cell tower proposal. 

The minutes of the December 6 meeting were 
approved. 

With no more business to discuss, the board 
adjourned at 8:08 pm.

Wounded Runner Describes Shooting

Old Rochester Boys Track - Mike Tiger is still the talk of 
the Old Rochester Regional High School community as 
the police continue to look into the accidental shooting 
that left Mr. Tiger injured. Mr. Tiger said that he expects 
to be running in about a week. However, he will be 
visiting a specialist that will tell him what running will do 
to his leg. He also said that as far as he knows, he will not 
be filing any charges, but the police might. When asked 
about the experience, he had this to say: 

'T was just running with my friends, then we 
heard something that sounded like a shot or loud pellet 
gun. We all dropped and I felt a sting on my leg. It felt 
like I had cut myself on a branch or something. I looked 
down and I saw that I was bleeding. I thought, at first, 
that one of my friends was in the woods with a pellet gun 
or something so I was laughing about it.

The whole 
time I was in denial, I tried to walk back to the school, but 
no one would let me. It's kind of cool now that I think of 
it, but I'm lucky I wasn't hurt."

Tiger is doing well and hope he will be back to running 
soon. As for the police investigation, as of now it is 
still underway. Chief Lyons at the Mattapoisett Police 
Department said, "At this time the incident is still 
under investigation by the Environmental Police 
Department. There have been no criminal charges filed. 
Once the EPO department completes their investigation 
they will determine if any law was broken. It appears that 
both the hunters and the runners had a right to be where 
they were at the time of the accident."

Snow Preparedness - The following tips are 
recommended to prepare for a storm: 

• Stay Home. A lot of injuries and fatalities 
happen when people venture out by car in a bad 
snowstorm.

• Have plenty of rock salt to keep your walkways 
clear of ice. 

• Check to make sure that your exterior vents 
for your hot water tanks, furnace and other heating 
appliances are clear of snow by at least a foot if not better. 

• Have your snow shovels and other snow 
removal equipment in good working condition. 

• Non-perishable foods like canned goods or 
boxed foods will keep for long periods of time and don't 
need refrigeration. 

• Have a manual can opener and batteries 
available for use. 

• Battery-powered or self-powered radio and 
flashlight, are important to have handy. 

• Keep a list of emergency numbers on hand, 
including contact information for the police, fire and your 
doctor. 

• Keep a fire extinguisher on hand. 

• To alleviate ice dams, carefully rake snow off 
the edge of your roof. 

• Kerosene heaters are not to be used indoors 
unless they are approved for indoor use. 

• To pass the time, have books or board games or 
even a deck of cards handy to keep everyone busy while 
inside.

Massachusetts Water Works Association 

Massachusetts Water Works Association (MWWA) 
was successful in getting the legislature to pass a bill that 
would increase the fines for those caught tampering with 
water meters or stealing water. The existing statute was 
passed in 1914 and capped fines at $100. On November 
17, Governor Patrick signed Chapter 374 of the Acts of 
2010 into law, which increases the fines for interference 
with water meters to triple the amount of damages or 
$1,000, whichever is greater. The law also allows for the 
damages to include the value of the water used and the

Home to Roost

True Grit. Starring Jeff Bridges and Matt Damon. 
Directed by Joel and Ethan Coen. Running time: 110 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

John Wayne wasn't much of an actor, but he had 
that American-eagle presence that stood him in good stead 
until the '60s, when the eagle's feathers began to molt. 
In 1969, with America's indignity approaching its peak, 
Wayne made True Grit and played a fat, one-eyed drunk 
who could still get it together to be noble. The denuded 
eagle had been restored, at least temporarily. Cut to 
2010: the eagle has not soared for quite some time, and 
politicians on both sides are plucking its feathers one by 
one. The time may indeed be right for another True Grit, 
another fat one-eyed drunk showing us that redemption is 
hard but not impossible. And this time, there's a real actor 
involved. 

Jeff Bridges steps into the muddy boots of 
Rooster Cogburn, a U.S. Marshal hired by fourteen-year- 
old Mattie Ross (sharp newcomer Hailie Steinfeld) to 
chase down the no-account thief who killed her father. 
Cogburn normally can't be bothered to make his speech 
intelligible — most of it is disgruntled mumbling — but 
Bridges, a precise actor even when playing layabouts 
like Cogburn or the Dude, lets us hear the sentences that 
matter. Cogburn drinks all day and drags himself painfully 
out of sleep in the morning, but he snaps into cold 
proficiency when he has to. 

True Grit has been adapted by Joel and Ethan 
Coen to hew closer to the tone of Charles Portis' well- 
loved novel, which is told from the viewpoint of Mattie 
Ross. The baroquely formal language has been preserved, 
as has the rather eligiac epilogue: this time it's Mattie 
who rides off into the sunset, not Cogburn. The obvious 
comparison is to the Coens' Oscar- winning No Country 
for Old Men (that film's desperate protagonist. Josh 
Brolin, here gets to play a slyly tongue-in-cheek Anton 




Chigurh figure), but I think it would make a better double 
feature with the Coens' Fargo. In both, a plain-spoken 
female, innocent of sin but unafraid in the face of evil, 
pursues her quarry across grim expanses of snow. They're 
both essentially comedies of persistence, weighed to the 
earth a little by the heaviness of violence. 

The original True Grit got an M rating in 1969 
(the equivalent of today's PG-13), and the new version 
pushes the PG-13 envelope with chopped-off fingers, an 
assailant shot off his horse and pitching bloodily head- 
first into a big rock, and a nicely tense sequence involving 
a pit full of rattlesnakes. Still, the Coens have aimed for 
a holiday- season entertainment here, wrought with their 
usual fastidious style. (If cinematographer Roger Deakins, 
heretofore stupidly overlooked by the Academy for past 
gorgeous work, doesn't win the Oscar next February 
for his work here, I'm sure I won't be alone in throwing 
something at the TV.) 

Why did the typically sardonic Coens want to 
make this film? A glance at the Portis novel yields a 
simple answer: Why wouldn't they? It offers terrific set 
pieces, a great ear for dialogue, and an outsize hero, a 
sodden eagle burping on his horse and failing to shoot 
combread in air but firing true when it counts. It's clear 
from such farces as Burn After Reading that the Coens 
don't really believe in American exceptionalism. But 
perhaps they would like to. In the wide panoramic 
compositions of the filmmaking, the eagle soars again.

The Selectmen appointed the Rochester Open Space 
Action Committee to oversee efforts to meet the goals 
of the plan. One action item was to develop a water use 
reduction campaign for the Town. 

The Committee reviewed water use reduction 
campaigns for towns in MA and the standards developed 
by Massachusetts EOEA and USEPA. The Committee 
found that such campaigns were developed for 
communities with municipal water supplies - meters and 
water bills and sewer systems that conveyed water out 
of the area. Since most Rochester residents are on private 
wells (about 100 buildings are linked to the Marion 
water supply system) with septic systems for waste 
disposal, Rochester residents are conserving because

they recycle water on their own properties, but they 
may not be preserving water quality since each septic 
system contributes nutrient pollution to groundwater 
that becomes the drinking water for folks living down 
gradient. 

Protecting water quality will be the subject of 
another report from the Open Space Action Committee. 
In addition, Rochester residents need to know that the 
volume and quality of water in their wells can be affected 
by draw down from upgradient users, whether they be 
commercial, industrial or a large housing development. 

The Open Space Action Committee concludes 
that, at present, there is no need for a water use reduction 
outreach campaign for Rochester residents. However,

out digging, weeding or planting in the town center 
(including Plumb Library), Hartley Road, and the 
Bradford Lane/ Grange areas. 

The GWC started because several Rochester 
residents noted that old pictures showed town roads 
were once lined with stately elms. When Dutch Elm 
disease wiped out these trees, nothing was planted in 
their place. GWC began planting memorial trees along the 
curve of Rounseville Road at Plumb Corner in the spring 
of 2001. GWC doesn't have a line in the town's budget; 
instead, they rely on donations from folks who wish to 
honor or remember someone special by planting a tree. If 
you look closely, you will see an engraved brick below 
each tree. After considerable research, the committee 
chose ten species of trees to plant, knowing that planting 
a variety of trees reduces the risk of disease loss. 

In addition to planting memorial trees, GWC also 
plants and maintains the gardens in the town center and 
at the intersection of Walnut Plain and Marion Road. Last 
year, GWC planted a wildflower garden on either side 
of the path that connects Dexter Lane and New Bedford 
Road. Unfortunately, the spring floods killed those plants, 
and the town missed this summer's show of color. GWC 
is planning to replant this garden in the spring of 2011, 
but they need grants to pay for the plant material. Also, 
GWC would love to have folks share native wildflower 
species from their own perennial gardens.
